THE NICARAGUA CANAL REPORT.

The abgiract given out by the State
department of the report of the Walker
Nlearagua Canal commission Is not of
much value as o guide to publie opin-
jon. It is merely a statement of the
route which the commission agreed
should be followed in the construction
of the canal, but the reasouns for the
econclusion reached are not given and
until these are known a judgment as
to the soundness of the commission's
recommendation cannot be formed. It
{a stated that the surveys have In gen-
eril revealed better physieal condi-
tions than were hitherto supposed to
exlst, whereby it Is possible to greatly
reduce the estimated cost of construc-
tlon.

In regard to the most important mat-
ter of cost, however, the commission Is
not unanimons,  The mafority think
that a canal along the route recom-
mended can be bullt for not execeeding
a lttle over $115000,000, while Colonel
Hains estinvates that the cost would
exceed §134,000,000, an amount &ightly
in excess of the estimate of the Lua-
low commission., The latest estimate
of Colonel Halns 18, however, consld-
erably less than that which he gave
i year ago to a  senate  committee,
while  Admiral Walker also reduced
the esthmate he then gave, bhut Prof.
Haupt has largely Increased his estl
mate of a year ago. It 18 worth while
to note that between the lowest and
the highest estimates submitted to the
senate committee last June—those re-
spectively of Prof, Haupt and Colonel
Hains—the difference was $50,000,000,
it I8 now reduced to $16,000,000, but
there has evidently been a compromise,
go that little confidence can ba placed
in the revised figures. Admitting that
the Investigution by the Walker com.
misglon was somewhat more careful
and thorough than that of the Ludlow
commlssion, stlll the estimate of the lat-
ter, in view of the figures of Colane)
Halng, s entitled to quite as much eon-
fidence ns the estimate of the Walker
commission. All the esthinates must he
regarded as largely guesswork, but the
welght of expert opinion s on the side
of the higher figures and there are
competent englneers who belleve these
to be below whnat a canal by thes Nien-
ragua route would cost,

The report of the Walker commission
'8 not final. There I8 to be another In-
vestigation, authorized by the last con.
gress,  which will fnelude all of the
isthmian routes sultable for canals,
The commission to make this investi-
gation has not been officlully an.
nouneed, but it will econslst of seven
members and it {s understood will em-
brace those of the present commission.
The new commission Is expected to in-
vestigate with especlal ecare the Pan-
ama route, where work Is now o pe-
tive progress and the promoters o
which are sald to have ample ecapital
for completing the canal. The Panamu
route bas strong clalms to consldera-
tlon from a commercinl point of view
and it is urged that the United States
can obtaln all the privileges of this

SETTING A PERNICIOUS EXAMPLE.

There are two sides to every con-
troversy. This is true of the conten-
tion between the Unlon Paclfic and the
Bridge Terminal company. The Unlon
Pacific may have rightful c¢laims
againgt the terminal ecompany through
contracts that would entitle it to re.
cover the right-of-way trackuge which
the terminal” company has occupled.
The forcible geizure of this property in
vielation of law s, however, to be dep-
recated, even though the property
should ultimately be adjndicated to the

Corporations are not above law. The
law protects In the full enjoyment of
their property rights, but it does not
exempt them from the penaltles that
would be inflicted upon individuals un-
der llke conditions. The lessee of a lot
may be in debt to the owner for {1s
rental, but the owner cannot at any
time of the day or night remove a house
or any other property from the prem-
Ises without due process.

The perlodie conflicts between rail-
road corporations and palpable viola-
tions of property rights not only create
popular prejudice agalnst all corpora-
tions, but are also an incentive to an-
archism, People who have no property
naturally feel that they have as much
right to take property that does nnt be-
long to them as a corporntion has to
geize the property of another corpora-
tion or Individual holding adverse pos-
gesslon.

AMERICAN GOODS ABROAD,

Arrival of Yankee Goods at an Eng-
iliah Electric Rallway Shop.
London Chronlaole,

The Shepherd’s-bush depot of the Great
Central rallway, where the engine shops and
car sheds have juet been completed, bear
witness to the presence of American labor.
They are filled with huge packing cases,
containing the machinery for the engines,
and other cases, stamped “Manufactured in

the United States of America."

Six of the engines are now on the stocks
being_fitted together. Some thirty more
ars needed for the first working of the line
and no doubt an addition on that number
will he wanted soon after the system s In
working order, ivery week hrings fresh
cases of machinery from the states. None
of the cars have arrived yet, but the first
batch Is expected withih a few dave. 11-
lustrations of the card show them to he
unique in this country, The carrlages are
#0 rounded at the top that they fit lnto the
tunnel to within silx Inches of the plates.
It the windows opened—fortunately they
don't—thers would pot be room for & man

to put his st out without scraping bis
knuckles on the sldes of the tunmpel. A
train will consist of nine earringes. Each

carriage s made on the open system, with-
out compartments, and affords forty-eight
seatm. For the most part the seats are ar-
ranged longitudinally, divided like the secats
of & first-class compartment, Ench car-
rlage, however, containg two seml-compart-
ments io the center, capable of holding
elght people, with seats arranged like those
of a dining car,

In the work of fitting up the engines and
the electrical plant several Amerlcan work-
men are engaged at Shepherd's-bush. They
arae chiefly occupled o the work of directing
and superintending, the simple Atting
work being given to Engllsh englneers,
Some twenty American workmen hold pos|-
tions of trust on the works., The whole of
the extensive electrical plant, also from the
states,, Is belng lald under American supor-
vislon,

The
most serlous objection to the Michigan Iaw
e Its discriminaiing feature, incomes of less
than §1,000 per annum being exempied from
taxallon, This would probably nflord
ground for attacking the constitutionality
of the law, on the ¢lalm that It wWas clase
leginlation. While the New York law re-
garding franchisen seeks to tax a rich clasy

that has hitherto escaped taxation, the
Michigaln law esempts the poorer class,
that has hitherto borns the heavier bur-

den. To be efMcacloun thess laws should
he vold of dlscrimination—should contem-
platsa only thome methoda and ends that
ate emipently Just and right—and they
should be adminisered with absolute im-
partiality,

Both of these schemes are directly in
llne with the more enlightened fconomie
sentiment, and at this time, when the
olty and state are crylug for Increassd
reveriue, they furnish toples that should
not be overlopked by loeal students of
municipal affalrs. It may be that befara
long we will be compelled to call these
new methods Inte use here at  home
Should that time come (t would be wall
